Mobile artillery was used by the 
Germans in attempting to hold up 
the drive on- Messina, and on reach- 
ing the city the American soldiers 
found pill-boxes and part of the thick 
perimeter defences, which had been 
manned tor the last stand. 

It “was disclosed yesterday 
that the American thrust towards 
Messina had again been aided by an 
amphibious landing made on Monday 
morning near Milazzo. Little enemy 
resistance was encountered. The 
American land spearhead was already 
in the vicinity of the base of the 
Milazzo peninsula. i 

Storming northward along the 
east coast, the Eighth Army met and 
repelled the first counter-attack put 
in by the enemy for days. The attack 
was made some five miles north of 
Taormina. 

Operating some 12 miles behind 
the scene of this counter-attack, and 
only about eight miles below 
Messina, a force of Eighth Army 
commandos went ashore in a success- 
ful. raid opposite the Italian town of 


Reggio. 

This Commando raid was an 
attempt to cut off the German rear- 
guard. Although there was a full 
moon the early part of the operation 
was carried out almost in darkness 
as a result of the almost complete 
eclipse. The Germans had apparently 
thought such a landing likely, and 
the Commandos were shelled from 
three dirsctions.-- the north, the 
south, and the Italian mainland. 

The British however, fought their 
way ashore and-turned both ways— 
south to try to catch the rearguard 
and north towards Messina. Their 
transport was held up just north of

Taormina. This was partly caused 
by the British Navy’s bombardments 
of the east coast road, when it was 
used by the Germans. 

From Taormina to Messina the 
road clings mainly to the side of a 
cliff, British shells scored direct hits 
on the road and sent 30 yards of 
road thundering down the cliff side 
like a landslide. 

The Germatis were compelled to 
lift the rails of a single-line railway 
and use it as a road, but, like all 
coast lines, the railway runs through 
many tunnels, all of which the 
Germans blocked as they retreated. 
Canadian engineers, however, drilled 
into the cliff side above the road to 
cause a landslide, which provided a 
base for a new road. 

How many of the Germans were 
able to make their escape will not 
be known until the prisoners are 
counted. The enemy troops and 
tes gion who did reach the main- 
land now have to pass through a 
bottleneck in roads and railways 
in the Italian toe, and much of the 
weight of the Allied air onslaught 
is being thrown against this front. 


100-MILE SWEEP

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RUSSIAN DRIVE

- ATEST reports from Moscow

BRYANSK ADVANCE 


In their enveloping movement to- 
wards Bryansk, tho Russians have 
made substantial progress, and at 
their nearest—due east—they are 
only 15 miles from the city. In 
the 48 hours since Karachev fell the 
totaleadvance in the main direction 
of Bryansk has been 10-15 miles. 
The left wing on Monday made a 
seven mile advance, which brought 
it to within only 10 miles of the 
rail junction of Navlia, 10 miles 
south of Bryansk on the railway 
to Kharkov and Konotop. The 
right wing at its most advanced 
oint is only 23 miles north-east of

GATHERING OF 
HARVEST IS 
BIG PROBLEM 


SHORTAGE of man-power 
A to gather the rich harvest 

of wheat, barley, beet, oats 
and potatoes that has just come to 
maturity is worrying farmers in 
every part of the country. 

Farm workers have been leaving 
Eire at an alarming rate since the 
emergency began. an Z/rish Times 
reporter learned yesterday. The Go- 
vernment regulation prohibiting the 
emigration. of men experienced on 
the land has failed to keep them at 
home. “I don’t know how they're 
getting ny orts, but they’re stream- 
ing to England week after week,’’ 
an extensive Dublin farmer said. 
Large numbers, too, are crossing the 
border. The only passports needed 
to get to the North are R.U.C 
documents of identity, and they are 
being sent here by friends in the Six 
Counties. 


ARMY HELP 


However, big numbers of military 
are going to the land this year, and 
their help, as well as that of the 
voluntary city organisation, nee 
na Talmhan, will relieve ihe 
situation. 

The weather is another big source 
of anxiety to the farmers. At the 
moment it is perfect for the gather- 
ing of the grain and root crops, but, 
said a farmer, ‘* The slightest break 
in the next week or two would spoil 
everything. If the weather holds 
out, and if we can manage to get 
sufficient help, we will fill the 
barns.”’ 

The yield from the grain crops is 
stated to be surprisingly good, There 
was some apprehension up to a few 
weeks ago, but the weather took a 
favourable turn, and fields of corn 
suddenly took on a wonderful ap- 
pearance. . The

p-Most heartening of all is the beet 
crop. ‘The acreage of rete 
than ever before—will give 750, 
tons of beet and double last year's 
sugar production. This may result 
in an increased ration, but, in any 
case, there is no doubt at all about 
retaining the present ration for a 
long time to come. However, there 
is some anxiety about facilities for 
transport of the beet to the factories.

terday, following hard upon 
Allied reports to the effect that 
the Axis evacuation of Sicily was 
in rapid progress, the Germany 
High Command announced that 
it was complete, The Allied 
communiqués tell us that Messina, 
the object of the whole thrust, 
was occupied by the Americans in 
the early hours of yesterday morn- 
ing; that the Seventh American 
and Eighth British Armies are 
in contact, and that all Axis re- 
sistance is at an end. Weeks, if 
not months, may elapse before 
trustworthy figures concerning the 
gains and losses of both sides are 
issued for. public. consumption ; 
but there is some reason to 
believe that the’ Axis Powers— 
profiting, like their opponents, 
from the experience gained in 
Tunisia—have made their escape 
comparatively good. Nearly every 
Allied communiqué during the 
last days in Tunisia announced 
the capture of so many thousands 
of prisoners and the destruction 
or capture of so many guns and 
tanks. Whether it is that the 
number of Axis troops in Sicily 
was substantially smaller, or 
that the work of evacuation was 
organised with greater care and 
skill, no similarly impressive sets 
of figures are furnished on this 
occasion. The Axis commanders 
seem to have recognised for 
a matter of ‘weeks past that 
there was no hope of a successful 
defence of the island against the 
admittedly superior forces of the 
Allied invaders; and their whole 
tactics have been to delay the 
advance by all the means in their 
power, simultaneously arranging 
for, and effecting, the evacuation 
of all troops except those needed 
for the delaying actions. From 
beginning to end, the campaign 
has lasted just over five weeks. 
It has not been in any sense a 
“whirlwind” campaign; every 
stage of the Allied advance has 
been resisted. Nevertheless, from 
the night of their first landing on 
the southern and eastern beaches, 
the progress of the invaders has 
been so steady as to justify the 
view that the campaign was 
organised to the last degree, and 


involuntarily: “Happy breed of 
men!” There is a glory in 
isolation which cannot ever have 
been appreciated so fully as at 
present, A current joke—and 
what reveals the heart of an era 
more completely than its jokes ?—~ 
tells of a ship’s boat coming 
ashore on a desert island, in 
response to frantic signals from a 
castaway, The officer steps out 
of the boat, and, saluting gravely, 
presents a bundle of newspapers: 
“The captain’s compliments, sir, 
and will you read these and then 
decide if you want to be rescued ?”’ 
Isolation from the world is 
thought of no longer as an exile; 
it is a blessed relief. However, 
there is scarcely a sufficient supply 
of desert islands to go round and 
still to leave them satisfactorily 
deserted; the wilds of Scotland 
are fenced with barbed wire and 
consecrated to the War Office; 
aud transport to the Himalayas 
is so inadequate as to impose no 
strain on the capacity of Tibetan 
monasteries. Humanity’s reach 
nowadays is a long one, and few 
can escape it. Retreat, for 
almost any man, must be retreat 
within himself. Yet this is not 
so solitary and cheerless. a 
business as it sounds; for in the 
library, where there is no intru- 
sion from a warring world, one 
still can find companions enough. 
All the ghosts of all the authors 
are there; Pickwick and Falstaff 
are there, Tom Jones and Tom 
Sawyer, Mrs. Malaprop and the 
Misses Bennet; and all the battles 
in that world are fought out by 
Uncle Toby on the ‘awn, ‘In 
these days, more than ever, the 
bookshelf is the bulwark of the

A little misplaced em- 
phasis might make some readers 
hink that it was little short of the 
standards of an A.A.. hotel, while 
wrong emphasis in the opposite 
direction might give the impression 
that it had some of the severity of 
the old Marshalsea. Jt was built 
about the middle of the last century 
—early enough to gain the benefit of 
Dublin's neo-classical building tradi- 
tion and late enough to gain the 
benefit of the century’s improving 
ideas about prison construction. Its 
fagade, which “is only a short dis 
tance from the North Circular road, 
is not grim as prisons go. On the 
contrary, if the gates were allowed 
to lie open, it xa ál pass for the 
entrance to an ald hospital. 

Inside the building the corridors, 
rooms and cells are severely plain 
but they are well lighted and well 
proportioned. It would be wrong to 
say that the cells are spacious, but 
I am sure that many a visitor 
to Bray during last Twelfth 
Week slept in worse quarters. 
The furniture and the food are in 
the same plain style. The typical 
mid-day meal of bread and Irish 
stew would certainly not tempt the 


gourmet, but, on the other hand, it 


would probably be approved of by 
those who are trying, in community 
kitchens and elsewhere, to give the 
poor wholesome food at a low cost, 
There is nothing sybaritic about the 
furniture, but the bed is as comfort- 
able as an army bed, and that, with 
a plain deal chair and tabls, supplies 
the most important requirement of 
any home. One important amenity 
which deserves special mention is the 
beautiful Harry Clarke window 
which adorns the chapel of the 
women’s prison—the gift of a 
generous, but anonymous, benefac- 
tress. 


SEVERE RESTRAINTS 


Against the austere comfort which 
our prisons provide, one must set 
off the undou yey severe restraints 
of prison life. More than half of 
the prisoner’s day is spent in his 
cell, where he is shut off from com- 
munication with his fellows—prob- 
ably a severe trial for the non- 
intellectual, who is not accustomed 
to being left alone with his thoughts, 
or even with a book. There is also 
the irksomeness to most natures of 
the disciplined life which prescribes 
where everyone must be a certain 
hour of the day, what he must eat 
and drink, and what he must do 
and uot do. If anyone thinks this 
is a light burden, he should cast his 
mind back to his feelings under the

that present psi prisons wil not 
appear in retrospect as places of 
horror to those who have spent some 
time in them. - On the contrary, 
some of the old and hardened 
offenders may view prison as a not 
entirely disagreeable change from 
slum-tenement conditions. However, 
these are people who, unfortunately, 
may almost be written off as dead 
losses to the community they live 
in. . 

Apart from these habitual crimi. 
nais, there are the novices, on whoin 
the effects of prison may be quite 
different... In dealing with these, 
however, it should be remembered 
that nowadays many of the people 
who go to prison have been 
Mey two. chances—one in bein 

ischarged under the Probation o 
Offenders’ Act, and the other in 
being given a suspended sentence— 
that is, one which is not enfored 
unless he commits a further offence. 


BENEFICIAL EFFECTS 


Even though the majurity of in. 
mates, therefore, have committed 
three serious offences, there is still 
a distinct possibility that prison 
will-do them good. ‘hey will enjoy 
the beneficial effects of adequate 
food, regular hours and abstinence 
from drink and from bad surround- 
ings. Most of them should leave 
prison in a healthier condition than 
when they entered, and to that 
extent are in a. better position to 
make a fresh.start. They enjoy the 
benefit of regular work in healthy 
conditions — whether it be at the 
handlooms, the bakery, the wood- 
cutting, the mail-bag making of the 
men’s prison; or the kitchen, the 
laundry or the knitting rooms of the 
women’s prison. They have assist- 
ance in their difficulties from the 
prison staff, and, though the warders 
and wardresses may not ba trained 
psychiatrists, they seem to be people 
of a humane and sympathetic dis. 
position, In fact, I would say of the 
women that they are comparable in 
intelligence, 
education with the nurses in our 
best hospitals. 

Above oll, the prisoners have the 
benefit of the muinistrations of the 
chaplains. This has been supple- 
mented: recently by voluntary work 
by branches of the Legion of, Mary, 
who visit the younger prisoners 
regulariy This experiment is too 
recent for one to be able to give 
any full account of its value, but it 
is possible to say that the prisoners 
seem to appreciate these visits.
